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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statement filed February 6, 2006 fail to comply with 37 CFR

see page 8, the 3 rd , 9 th and 22 nd citations (See attached IDS form considered by examiner.). It has 
been placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has not been 
considered. 

2. The information disclosure statement filed February 6, 2006 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each non-patent 
literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that 
portion which caused it to be listed. Specifically see page 7, the 7 ,9 , 20 and 24 citations, 
and page 8, the 4 th , 1 1 th and 19 th citations, (See attached IDS form considered by examiner.).
